The F»F jet fighter plane with

three aircraft in its wild, careen- 
ing run outside the hangar. With 
its exhaust still spewing flames 
at full force, the craft plowed its 
way inside the 'hangar, crashed 
through another aircraft and into 
still another. . 


The-hangar suddenly became a 


holocaust of flame and more than 
90 men inside the huge structure, 
many of them in the operations of- 
fice and other offices located in- 
side the building, ran for safety. 


The burned bodies of the two 


dead inside the hangar were re- 


moved from the operations office 
area. Lt. Chapman's body, its head 
crushed, was thrown or fell out 
before the runaway jet reached 
the hangar. 
, In its tempestuous trip, the jet 
rammed a huge hole tnrough the 
midsection of a patrol bomber out- 
side the hangar.

The results of Sunday's ballot- 


ing- will force the big three pro- 
German parties to work with the 
Christian People's party (CVP) of 
former Premier Johannes Hoff- 
mann to amend the constitution. 
The CVP has collaborated with the 
French in ruling the Saar, but 
Hoffman's party and five smaller 
factions have said they will not try 
to block the constitutional charges 
necessary for returning the border 
state to Germany.

Called Traitorous 


The pro-German parties had 


labeled the CVP "traitorous" be- 


fore they ended its rule two month* 
ago in a plebiscite rejecting Euro- 
peanization of the valley. 


After the final returns were in, 


ex-Nazi Heinrich Schneider, chair- 
man of tile Democratic party, and 
leaders of the other two big pro- 
German parties appeared before 
scores of newsmen in the Saar 
Parliament building. 


Schneider, who had bitterly* as- 


sailed the French during his cam- 
paign and had hoped to become 
premier with his nationalistic ap- 
peals, appeared subdued, saying: 
"It will take time to unite the Saar 
with Germany. Much depends on 
French-German negotiations." 


France Reluctant 


West German and French lead- 


ers agreed in Paris last week t<> 
seek a new settlement of the Saar'a 
future that respects the wishes of 
the residents of the region. Th« 
Saar adds 25 per cent to France's 
heavy industrial potential, how- 
vere, and France is reluctant to 
give up its economic domination. 


German-French negotiations over 


the future of the border state are 
to* start after a new government 
emerges from the French general 
elections Jan. 2.

much abroad, that any more large appropriations will sim-

Russia is en- 
gaged in. the most ambitious economic warfare it has ever 
waged, particularly in the uncommitted but wavering coun- 
tries of the NearEast,--Middle East and Southeast Asia; 


If we were to let'up now, the advocates say, we would 


run the risk of seeing the Soviet Union become the prime 
influence in these nations. All the economic problems these 
latter have are growing more, not less acute. The country 
that lends a big hand'may do.a lot to sell its system of gov- 
. eminent to the recipients.*

It may also (discover that the recipients, through gradu- 


ally rising living standards, have, become a better- market 
for the goods of-the befriending nation. 


Right now the odds seem to favor those who want to

Doctors Drop 
Campaign Clue 


It's Pretty Certain 
That Ike Is Hobbled

WASHINGTON (/B—You can fig- 


ure . out—from what President Ei- 
senhower's doctors said over the 
weekend—just what he can't do if 
he runs for re-election, and his 
doctors havent' yet said he could. 


This is out: He will not be able 


to campaign in the usual way. 
The usual way means intense and 
unpredictable physical exertion: 
plane hops, train rides, step climb- 
ing, 
h a n d shaking, 
impromptu 


speeches, long hours. 


But, 
because of television, he 


could campaign extensively with 
TV speeches and reach more vot- 
ters.than any of his predecessors, 
in the days before TV. if they -had 
traveled the .country for a year. 


May Have Decided • 


It's possible Eisenhower already 


has decided not to seek a second 
term. It's unthinkable that he had 
made up his mind to run before 
his doctors say he's physically up 
to it or would decide to try if they 
said he shouldn't. 


If the doctors' say he shouldn't 


run—and they won't make their 
decision- until after they check 
him in mid-February — Eisenhow- 
er could hot, for his own sake 
and that of the country, go con- 
trary to their verdict. 


That would be asking the coun- 


try to take a chance on a presi- 
dent whose' doctors think he is a 
poor physical risk. 


His doctors didn't say in so 


many words—after examining him 
Saturday—that he could not run 
for the presidency in the tradi- 
tional slam-bang, round-the-coun- 


Iry, up-all«hours kind of cam- 
paign. 


But it was implicit in what they 


said. 


They said he should go South 


for a few weeks to get more ex- 
ercise. Just what kind of exer- 
cise did they have in'-mind?'The 
only kind they mentioned was 
knocking some golf balls around. 


That would involve some walk- 


ing, of course, but far less; walk- 
ing than if he played nine notes 
pf golf. It would be very moder- 
ate exercise. But what about 
playing some rounds of golf, since 
it involves more exercise? 


Not until spring, his doctors 


said. And they said a round, by 
spring, not 
rounds. Before his 


heart attack last September Ei- 
senhower played as much as 27 
holes, a truly tough form of ex- 
ercise.

Xo Kid Anymore 


It's a good bet the doctors won't 


let 
Eisenhower play 27 .holes 


again, ever, whether or not h« 
stays in the White House, and not 
only because he's had a heart at* 
tack but because he's no kid any- 
more .He's 65. 


But if the -doctors are so cart- 


ful about his exercise that they 
don't want him to play a round 
of 
golf till spring, they could 


hardly approve the vast fatigue of 
the usual presidential . campaign 
for him just a few months later. 


Moderation in exercise for Ei- 


senhower simply means ' cutting 
down on extreme forms of it. It 
doesn't necessarily mean he could 
not endure the daily routine, of 
four more Whit* House years. .

nounced that nearly eight and a 
third million dollars has been al- 
lotted for primary highway im- 
provements next year in the 10 
counties in Northwest Illinois. 


This money will be spent on a 


multitude of road and bridge con- 
struction projects in Lee, Ogle, 
Whiteside, Bureau, Henry, Rock, 


:arroll, 
Winnebago, Stephenson 


and Jo Da-viess counties. 


Locally, it means modernization 


of Alt. Rt. 30 between Dixon and 
Rochelle plus resurfacing Rt. 52 
between Dixon and Rt. 30. 


The entire 1956 road improve- 


ment program, the largest in Il- 
linois' history, will cost an esti- 
mated $127.305^000. 
This year's 


program totaled 5123,600,000. The 
1954 program total $84,500,000. 


It calls for building 659 miles of 


highways, including 192 miles of 
new pavements, and resurfacing 
405 miles of existing roads. New 
pavements will consist of 89 miles 
of two-lane, 63 miles of additional 
two lanes and 40 miles of new 
four-lane roads. 


In addition, 89 new bridges will 


be constructed. 54 others will be 
be constructed, 54 others will be wid- 
ened and 45 new grade separations 
will be built.

•„=- A television quiz show posed this question: "Who were Caspar, 
Melchior and Balthazar?" The winning answer was "wise men from 
the East." The Bible, however, does'not tell us the names of the "wise 
men. It does not even state that they were three in number. Art has 
represented them as kings. But the Biblical word suggests that, the 
distinctive thing about them was that they were what we should now 
call scientists.

"Magi" was originally the name of an eastern tribe credited with 


the power of interpreting dreams. They worshipped the stars and the 
elemental forces of the universe. The Magi thought that human destiny 
could foe learned by practices we now call astrology. But astrology was 
the forerunner of astronomy, and the extensive knowledge which the 
ancients had about the heavenly bodies was the result of their convic- 
tion that these profoundly influenced human life. ""Magi" is the origin 
i»f our English word "magic." 


Tha wonder-workers of our time are the scientists. They want to 


harness the power of the sun-and travel with the speed of sound and 
learn the secret of the atom. Remembering how the magic of western 
industrialism has now spread over all the world, a poet says: 


"Their wiseacres have seen / 


- 
The electric light i' the West, and come to worship." 


: It was men who looked at stars who saw "his star in the East" 
(Matt. 2:2). God always makes Himself -known in ways that uniquely 
appeal. The stars had failed in their message until the Star of Bethle- 
hem. Wise indeed were men who followed such a star. Will those of 
our age who study the secrets of the universe use them as black magic 
to destroy the world? Or will they join with the scientists of old: we 
"have come to worship him?"

A Few Timid Souls Raise 
Point of Commercial Yule

NEW YORK tf) — The biggest 


Christmas on any count: Record 
retail sales, back -breaKing ex- 
change of personal gifts and cards, 
a billion dollar swapping of busi- 
ness gifts,-juicy bonuses handed 
out to employes by the bosses, an 
all-time high in year:end dividends, 
unprecedented use of electricity for 
Christmas displays, and awesome 
traffic jams. 


Against that background'a few 


timid souls are raising the ques- 
tion of how commercial Christmas 
giving has become. 


Business management is begin- 


ning to look at one segment of the 
Christmas gift exchanging with a 
searching eye. That's the increas- 
ingly" elaborate gifts (tax deduct- 
able) which business exchange 
with each other or send to their 
customers and suppliers. 


Big Business 


According to the gift manufac- 


turers this is a whale of a season. 
There are some 200 firms specif- 
ically .catering to this trade, and 
the largest has an annual sales 
volume of around 50 million .dollars. 
Their combined sales come to 
around 800 million. Add in the gift 
buying by businessmen at liquor 
and department stores and the total 
could easily top one billion. Exact 
figures are hard to come by be- 
cause the line between a business 
and personal gift often is.very thin. 


Buying in lots of 200 or 300, the 


gifts are considerably less costly 
than singly at retail, another rea- 
son for their popularity. Most of the 
gifts cost between $5 and $10 (with 
the buyer striving for something 
that looks like $50) but for top ex- 
ecutives or corporation purchasing 


I agents the gifts can be much more
